tion, and the Hepublicaus, under Wall 
Street migration, followed the exam- 
ple of the Democrats. The Populists, 
however, made up for the delinquencies 
of t'i'j old partie.i by unequivocally 
declaring for free coinage. 


Ju the campaign, which is now at its 


height, the Populist speakers are tho 
only ones who arouse the people, and 
large accessions to their ranks 9 re be- 
ing mado from the old parties. The 
Republicans and Democrats agree on 
tho financial question, which is the 
only political i.stme in which the farm- 
ers take ni-ich interest, and it is diffi- 
cult for their candidates to explain the 
difference between tho two parties. 
The people take little interest in the 
Federal Elections bill, and tho tariff 
dots not disturb them, as it is evident 
that high dutie.-, must be maintained to 
procure revenue for tho support of the 
Government. On 1he other hand, the 
Populists are making an aggressive 
campaign. They have able speakers 
who asinail the Wall .Street combination 
and explain how and why tho romone- 
tization of .silver would benefit the 
farmer, a-* well n^ the miner. 


It can hardly be expected that the 


Populists will elect tho Governor, aa 
the party had no organization in many 
of the counties until quite recently and 
po.led onlv 21,01/0 votes in the State 
last year, but they hope to carry sev- 
en 1 couutifH and Hci-ure a largo repre- 
sentation in the Legislature.

ST. Louis, October 5.—This is the las! 


day of the Bimetallic League Conven- 
tion of America. The Committee on 
Eesolutions presented a supplemental 
report, unfavorably passing upon the 
proposition of Thomas Warren to take 
action looking to the endorsement o: 
the removal of the national capita 
further west; also favoring tho print 
irig and circulation of the address o: 
yesterday by Walter N. Allen o 
Kansas, upon the " Exception Clause' 
of the silver law. The report was 
adopted without dissent. The question 
came then upon the adoption of the 
report of the Eesolution Committee. 


Delegate 
Waterbury 
moved 
an 


amendment to the report by the ad 
dition of tho proposition presented by 
H. M. Taylor of Mexico, favoring the 
increase of the volume of currency by 
tho issue of legal tender notes secured 
by land values. 


Delegate Oochrou of Missouri op 


posed all efforts to say or do anything 
iu the convention upon the money 
question—other than to fully and en 
tirely endorse the 
free coinage of 


silver. 


Taylor replied in defense of his prop 


osition, urging that money based upon 
such security was as safe as money 
based on the honor of our Government, 
as are $346,000,000 of greenbacks. 


Governor Tillman spoke briefly, de- 


claring that it was the desire of his 
committee to concentrate the efforts 
of the convention upon the central 
purpose of bimetallism, and for tha( 
reason it seemed to them unwise to 
seek more now, no matter how alluring 
the prospects were. 


Governor Waite of Colorado begged 


the convention not to be divested 
from the one great issue. Until the 
success of bimetallism showed Wall 
street to have lost its grip upon legis- 
lation it was impossible to secure any 
other form of financial legislation. As 
to the West and South, they could con- 
trol tho politics of the country if il 
became necessary. 
He declared his 


belief that there were millions ol 
money now in Washington to buy Con- 
gress, and with such a condition the 
South and West must unite. 


Delegate Manning of Alabama de- 


clared that the South was for union 
with the West in the battle for free 
coinage of silver, but pleaded for the 
prevention of additional extraneous 
matter to the platform as a diversion 
from the purpose of the convention. 


Delegate Skaggs of Alabama spoke 


in a similar strain, also denouncing 
President Cleveland as the enemy and 
betrayer of the people. 


Delegates Taylor, Waterbury and 


White withdrew the minority report. 
Then, with a motion to adopt the ma- 
jority report pending, the convention 
adjourned till 2 p. M. 


JIOMK KULE IN 1HE SENATJS. 


HEPOBTS from Washington indicate 


that Senators Teller and Wolcott of 
Colorado and Senator White of Cali- 
fornia will be found in the Populist 
ranks at the next election. Senator 
Whito is quoted as saying that he is in 
general accord with the principles of 
the People's party, and Teller and 
Wolcott have virtually abandoned Re- 
publicanism.

Th« Question Discussed in Executive 


Session. 


WASHINGTON, October 5.—The Senate 


went into executive session on motion 
of Voorhees, and the silver men had a 
day of rest. Presidential appointments 
which violated tho home rule plank of 
the Democratic platform were dis- 
cusod. 


Speeches were made in opposition to 


the appointments by Hill of New York, 
Davis and Washbnrn of Minnesota and 
others. Hill's speech was a criticism 
of such appointments in general as a 
violation of the Democratic platform. 
Davis and Washburn spoke specifically 
of outside appointments to Minnesota, 
particularly of B. M. Allen of Illinois 
as agent for the White Earth Indians. 
Some of the President's friends de- 
fended the appointment on the ground 
that appointments so made are all of a 
strictly national character. Voorhees 
and Palmer spoke in this line. The 
opponents of confirmation believe they J 
can defeat the Administration. They j 
count on all the Republicans and on' 
Senators Hill and Murphy of New' 
York, Allen of Nebraska, Martin of 
Kansas and possibly Roach of North 
Dakota. 


Fearful X.o*8 of life and Destruction of! 


Property. 


NEW OHLEANS, October 5.—Details of 


the loss of life and property by Sun- 
day's storm in the Gulf States show 
that the loss of life was frightful and 
the destruction of property great. 


In Alache parish tbe death list is 


swollen to eighty with a prospect of 
reaching a hundred before all are heard 
from. 


At Schwell Beach and St. Malo 


Island the loss is about thirty. 


On Mississippi Sound and vicinity 


the loss will probably reach & score. 


It is reported that Chandeleur Isle 


was swept away with great loss of life 
and property. 


The loss of life in the Cook Bayou 


country will approximate 200. The 
country was swept clean of houses, and 
scores of fishing shacks were destroyed. 


News from Grand Isle this morning 


places the loss of life there at not above 
twenty-five, all negroes. Property to 
the amount of $100,000 was destroyed. 


Cheniere had a population of about 


1,400 
and the loss of life Was between 


900 and 1,000. 


Seventy-two were drowned in Chinese 


camps on Bayou Senet and Bayou 
Andre. 


It is estimated that the aggregate 


loss of life in the storm is between 
1,200 
and 1,300. The property loss will 


reach several millions. 
There were 


three or four hundred fishing crafts, of 
which half were wrecked. This cripples 
the oyster industry, and an oyster 
famine for a time is looked for in this 
city. 


Fifty-seven bodies were found in the 


vicinity of Grand Pearie, and at the 
quarantine station at Bayou Dufont 
ten were drowned. Coffins are out of 
the question, and the unidentified are 
buried in trenches. The sufferings of 
the survivors are being relieved as 
much as possible, and a shipment of 
supplies was sent this morning. Dead 
bodies are floating around on every 
side. The situation is unparalled in 
the history of the South.

red dollars, or for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from the first day of the mouth in 
which such license is issued) of two hundred 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each und 
every day, that he or they shall be engaged 
in said business, twenty-five dollars: pro- 
vided, however, that all persons having:

To the People of Nevada. — An invita- 


tion has been extended to you, through 
your Chief Executive, by the Director- 
General of the Midwinter Fair, to be 
held in tht- city of San Francisco, com- 
mencing January 1, 1894, to co-operate 
with the people of California and our 
neighboring States in making' an ex- 
hibit of our various products. 


While there is no provision of law 


for a State exhibit, I believe this to be 
the best opportunity ever offered our 
citizens to place before the people of 
the Pacific Coast, and the thousands of 
others from the Eastern States and 
foreign countries, who will visit the 
fair, facts which will prove the vast ex- 
tent, great variety and enormous value 
of our mineral deposits, together with 
the wonderful yield and superior qual- 
ity of our agricultural products. 


This can be accomplished by a little 


exertion on the part of our enterpris- 
ing citizens. 


I have requested our State Agricul- 


tural Society to take the lead in this 
enterprise, and have also written to 
the World's Fair Commissioners for 
permission to ship our Chicago ex- 
hibit direct through to San Francisco, 
which is a splendid exhibit of itself, 
and witn what can be added by a little 
labor and expenditure of money, will 
astonish even our own people. 


I estimate that it will cost about 


$4,000 to collect, arrange and take care 
of the exhibit during the fair, which 
will be an average of less than $300 for 
each county, and I suggest that the 
Board of Supervisors of each county 
appoint one enterprising man and an 
equally enterprising woman, as a com- 
mittee to collect money and material 
for their respective counties. These 
committees can meet and elect a Com- 
missioner-in-Chief, who will represent 
the State at large. 


These are only suggestions, which I 


am sending out for the purpose of get- 
ling an expression of the people as to 
whether they desire to make an exhibit 
or not, which I hope through the kind 
offices of the newspapers of the State 
to accomplish, and also with a hope 
that it may bring out suggestions for 
some better plan than is herein pro- 
posed.

l>ificovery of Kxteuriive Placer 3Ime» on 


tlie liruneau Itlver. 


The Stiver fctate contains the follow- 


ing relative to the discovery of rich 
placer mines on the Bruneau river, 
which rises in Northern Elko and dis- 
charges into Snake river, Idaho; 


The Bruneau river, lying partly in 


the northern part of Elko county and 
distant frem the town of Elko from 
eighty to ninety miles, contains very 
rich gold placers. These discoveries 
have been made in the last few weeks. 
In the latter part of July J. A. Mc- 
Jride of Elko and Captain Penrod of 
island Mountain were out on a hunt- 
ng trip on the Broneau. Mr. McBride 
was born and raised among the rich 
placer mines of Palacer county, Cal. 
When they struck the Bruneau river it 
presented to McBride the character- 
sties of a rich gold field. He told-his 
jompaniou of his opinion, and soon 
after their return two parties went out 
,nd made several excavations in the 
bottom lands with most encouraging 
results, although on account of water 
hey could not reach bedrock. Mc- 
Bride sent out a party to prospect at 
another point on the river sitoe dis- 
:ance below where the other parties 
lad located, which resulted in finding 
joarse wash gold hi paying quantities 
n the gravel from near the surface to 
aedrock. The bed of the river is from 
1,000 to 2,000 feet below the summit of 


mountains on either side, and at 


several points the river passes through 
narrow gorges of almost perpendicular 
vails. Numerous gulches from three 
,o twelve miles in length on both sides 
carry great quantities of water into the 
main river from the mountain heights," 
and doubtless all these contain gold in 
paying quantities. 


Any power desirable for hydraulic 


mining can be had net only from the 
waters of the river but from many of 
;hese gulches during the whole year. 
Oenver capitalists have lately pur- 
chased several thousand acres of placer 
ground on this side of the summit and 
are preparing to engage in. extensive 
mining. 
Their ground extends from 


near the summit some ten miles toward 


Ilko. 
Parties are mining in several 


gulches beyond the summit which run 
nto the Bruneau. 


Although placer mining to the south 


and near the Bruneau has been carried 
on for the last fifteen years or more in 
a belt fifty miles wide, there is no evi- 
dence that any prospecting has been 
done on the river prior to late dis- 
soveries. It would seem that the river 
tself ought to have long since invited 
,he shovol and pick. The river courses 
along an immense fishure of great 
depth and crosses the extensive belt of 
mining country above named. 
No 


place between the Sierras and Cascades 
on the one side and the Rocky Mount- 
ains on the other shows such violent 
and immense force in the upheavals 
:rom the sombre depths as the country 
along the Brunean river. On some of 
the hights great forests of timber are 
found with trees 150 in height and 
several feet in diameter, but they are 
^accessible to roan except on foot and 
oy the most laborious climbing up 
rocky and precipitous chasms.

Yesterday was Rhode Island Day at 


the World's Fair, and the occasion was 
celebrated by a parade led by the 
famous Newport Artillery Band, fol- 
lewed by Governor D. R. Brown and 
other State officers, State Commission- 
ers and prominent Bhodo I&landers. 
Later there were exercises in which ad- 
dresses were delivered by Governor 
Brown, Professor Alonzo Will atas of 
Brown University and others, and a 
dress parade by the artillery. 


The Spanish Minister of Foreign Af- 


fairs has assured foreign representa- 
tives that Spain would maintain a 
fatatu quo in Africa, but the building of 
forts in Morosco would be energetically 
pushed to completion. Any aggression 
on. the part of the Moors will be 
severely punished. Spain will also de- 
mand full reparation from the Sultan 
for the outrage at Mellila. 


News has been received at Essex, 


Montana, that a posse stationed at 
Java on the line of the Great Northern 
road sighted the gang of robbers who 
held up a train in August yesterday 
afternoon. The officers called on them 
to surrender, and on their refusal, 
opened lire, killing one and wounding 
two, 
while the fourth surrendered.

The Demo< ratio convention at Lin- 


coln, Nebraska, sent a telegram to the 
President expressing confidence in his 
patriotism, courage and wisdom, en- 
dorsing his Administration and re- 
affirming the truths set forth in his 
special message to Congress, for the re- 
peal of the silver purchase clause of 
the Sherman Act and calling the Senate 
to promptly pass the pending bill for 
that purpose. 


The nature of Mr. Blount's recom- 


mendation regarding the annexation 
question, says a morning paper, is to the 
effect that no action could be taken by 
the United States to annex the Islands 
or establish a protectorate over it with- 
out the full consent of all the natives. 
The report recommends that all ques- 
tions involved hi annexation, or the es- 
tablishment of a protectorate be sub- 
mitted to a vote of all natives as well 
as foreigners, and upon their decision 
rests tho future policy of the United 
States respecting the Hawaiian Islands

Extremely interesting are the stories 


of harem life in Siam told by Mrs. A. H. 
Leonowens, an English woman -who 
spent six years at the courts of the late 
king-. She was employed as a governess 
for the king's children, 65 in ' number, 
the present king being one of her best 
pupils. Her description of the city of 
Nang Harm, or Veiled Women, is full 
of interest. The 9,000 inhabitants of 
this city, which is inclosed by the inner 
of two parallel walls around the royal 
palace, are all women and children. No 
man, 
save the king and the priests, dare 


ever enter its precincts. Here live the 
royal princesses, the wives, concubines 
and female relatives of the king, with 
their numerous slaves and attendants. 


Connecting the city with tho two pal- 


aces aro covered entrances for the wom- 
en. At the end of each of these passages 
is a bas-relief representing the head of a 
sphynx with a sword through his mouth 
and bearing this inscription, "Better 
that a sword be thrust thsough thy 
mouth than that thou utter a word 
against him who ruleth on high." Not 
far off are the barracks of the amazons, 
tho women's hall of justice and the 
dungeons, where female justices daily 
administer justice to the inhabitants of 
this woman's city. 


There is also a temple, a gymnasium 


and a theater, where the great ladies as- 
semble in the afternoon to gossip, play 
games or watch the dancing girla. In 
this city live also the mechanical slaves, 
who ply their trades for the benefit of 
their mistresses. It is, in fact, a city. It 
has its own laws, its judges, police, 
guards, prisons, executioners, markets, 
merchants, brokers, teachers and, me- 
chanics. Every function is exercised by 
women and by women only. 


Tho women of the harem amuso them- 


selves in tho early and late hours of the 
day by gathering flowers in the palace 
gardens, feeding tho birds and gold- 
tu,hcs, twining garlands for the heads of 
(ho ehihlreu, Intoning to reading by 
bluvea imd especially in bathing. When 
the boat is not oppressive, they plunge 
into tho pretty, retired lakes, swimming 
and diving like flocks of brown water 
fowl. They play at chess, cards and 
dice, and some of them aro decidedly 
skillful. 


Mrs. 
Leotjowens describes a trial for 


witchcraft which occurred %vhile she 
was, at the ptiliico. It seems that during 
tho king's absence a beautiful princess 
disappeared from the harern, and in her 
place remained only a deaf and ,dumb 
slave girl. The day of the trial three 
women, half stupefied by the foul air of 
tho damp cell iu which they had been 
imiwisoMcl) were conducted to the great 
court hall of tho temple, where the trial 
for witchcraft was to take place. A pro- 
cession of 
astrologers, wizards 
and 


witches, who receive handsome salaries 
fvom tho king, filed into the temple and 
took their places. 


Then camo the chief judge of the su- 


preme court and his secretary to report 
the trial to the king. The prisoners, 
v.-lion brought in, proved to be May- 
Pcali, who was the deaf and dumb 
changeling, and tho two handmaidens 
of the princess. They were guarded by 
00 amazons. The crowd, who looked 
fijion May-Penh as a veritable witch, was 
breathless with expectation. 
Conch 


shells -were now blown to summon the 
holy man of the woods, who soon ap- 
peared on tho opposite bank of the river, 
pluugot) into it and came and took his 
placo beside tho prisoners. This strange 
mortal, who lived the life of an orang 
ontang, had a remarkably fine, sensitive 
faco and was always called to aid the 
court in its spiritual examinations. 


At tho command of tho judge the two 


anuiiona who were on duty on the night 
of tho abduction testified that a tall, 
darlc tigiirc, with a dagger in one hand 
and a, ponderous bunch of keys in the 
other, had entered tho hall. They saw 
her go to tho cell of the princess, open it 
with one. of the mysterious keys and 
lead her forth. As they were paralyzed 
anil nuable to move from the spot, the 
straiigo figure reappeared, passed by 
them quickly into the cell and closed the 
door. To the questions of the wizards 
May-Peah returned no answer. 


At a signal an alarm gong was struck 


immediately behind her, and being tak- 
en by surpriso she turned to see whence 
tho bound came. The wily judges then 
shouted," "It is plain that you can speak, 
for you aro not deaf." She was forth- 
with condemned to all the tortures of the 
rack. The holy man of the woods on 
hearing this uttered a wild cry of "Yah" 
(forbear) and declared that she was 
powerless to speak because under the in- 
fluence of witchcraft. One of the wise 
women suggested that some magic water 
should bo ponred into her month. On 
opening it they fell back with horror 
imd cried: "Brahma! Brahma! An evil 
fiend lias torn out her tongue." 


Immediately the unhappy woman be- 


came the object of pity and even adora- 
tioii. The ceremony of exorcism was 
gone through, and she and her compan- 
ions were fully acquitted of any com- 
plicity with the devil, each receiving a 
sum of money and being set at liberty. 


May-Peah's friends afterward told 


Mrs. 
Leonowens that it was she who 


had terrified the amazons, released the 
princess and led her to a boat in which 
were the lover prince and two friends. 
As there was not room for all, May-Peah 
refused to leave the companions of her 
beloved mistress, and, full of terror leat 
by the dreadful torture which she knew 
awaited her she might be forced to bs- 
tray those who were dearer to her than 
her own life, she with one stroke of her 
dagger deprived herself of the power of 
ever uttering an intelligible sound.
